On at least page 3, line 20 and 
page 4, line 1 1 of the specification, the different immobilized biomolecules are disclosed as 
alternatives to one another because "or" is used, and they are not disclosed as used together. On 
at least page 8, line 8 of the specification, the different forms of the polypropylene fabric are 
disclosed as alternatives to one another because "or" is used, and they are not disclosed as used 
together. A different search is required for each subspecies under each species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed subspecies under 
each species [ex. Species 1(c) AND 2(b)(ii) AND 3(a) AND 4(b)] for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, claim 1 is generic.
